THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The General Assembly has not surprised us, 
The assurance that its proposals were likely, 
nay, certain, to be moderate and reasonable, 
might impose upon visiting M.P.’s, but our 
opinion of the mentality of that august body 
has been in every way confirmed. We do not 
deny that many of its resolutions were 
commendable —indeed some were excellent, We 
have not the slightest Objection to new rail- 
ways, canals, girls schools or colleges,—on the 
contrary. But we do object to the proposals 
for placing the financial and general adminis- 
tration of the country under the control uf a 
Parliament or of a reorganised General 
Assembly if either of those bodies — still 
happily in nubibus—contain the men of whose 
financial ideas we had - more than & glimpse 
on Sunday. We do not: wish to discuss 
the question of a Parliament here. We 
merely wish to point out that the Assem- 
bly culls for a heavy expenditure on 
education, railways, and szhool buildings ; it 
demands the suppression of school fees, the 
incurring by the State of large expenses on 
aumerous beueficial objects, and in the same 
breath votes the suppression of the date tax 
and unanimously opposes a worthy member 
who suggests that universal free education be 
introduced, its cost to be covered by a rate 
levied on agricultural land. In short, the 
Government is to be asked to. spend.more 
and take less than the little it now gets from 
the average Eyyptian tax-payer, unless, indeed, 
our sages of the Assembly have sme wonder- 
ful scheme for raising money up their sleeves, 
Very significant, too, is the fact that those 
who demand education at all costs refuse to 
endure the prospect of paying the rates ! What 
self-sacrifice, what devotion to principle, and 
what a blow to those who believed that eading 
Egyptians would submit to a small pecuniary 
inconvenience for the -sake of the children of 
their poorer neighbours ! 

We beg our contemporary, the “Ezyptian 
standard,” recently launcued amidst the 
plaudits of that particular section of the 
Nationalist party which follows Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel, to devote a little attention to 
this subject. Mr. Charles Rudy and Mr. 
Moloney should have a little sarcasm to 
spare now and then for Egyptians, or are they 
compelled by contract to criticise none but 
their countrymen and to generalise concerning 
vticiale, soldiers, tourists, and Britons in 
general on the strength of the impoliteness or 
mmorality of a very limited number of indi- 
-iduals, to the exclusion of all “subject races ?” 
We have seen what is to be thought of the 
inancial proposals of the men who dream of 
ruling Egypt. Here is a contrast—the work 
of the men who have ruled Egypt: 

‘The accoauts tur the year 1906 show 
that the revenne amounted to £1 5,837 000, 
and the expenditare to £13.16 0.0, tha 
leaving a surplus of £2,175,900, Recent 
calculations reveal the fsct that doring 
the last twenty years, extra rdinary ex- 
penditare to the extent of £19,303,000 
has been incurred for irrigation, tailways, 
and pablic bbildings. There is now an 
se balance of £%,702,0U0 in the 
Reserve Fond. Also, the Caisse de la 
Dette holds £8,050,000 as reserve fund 
and working balance. These figores make 
atotal of £31,055,000. Of this amount, 
only £3,610,000 has been borrowed. The 
remainder, amountivg to £23,455,000, 
has been provided ont of surplas revenue. 
As regards the continuation of remanera- 
tive public works, even when the amount 
now in the Reserve Fand is expended, it 
is estimated that, when the Domains 
Loan, which has now been redaced to 
about £1,200,000, is paid off, the land 
remaining at the disposal of ths Govern- 
ment will be worth at least from £ ,0 0,000 
to £6,000,000. 
Need we say that as business men we prefer 
the performances of a Cromer to the promises

LORD CROMER AND NUBAR. 


Mr. Edward Dicey in “The Egypt of the 
Fatare” has some interesting things to say 
aboat the relations of Lord Cromer with Nubar 
Pasha. He has one anecdote on the sat ject 
which deserves reprodaction :—- 

I can recall an incident narrated to me at 
one of the earliest meetings of the Commission 
of Enquiry. At this meeting, Nabar deliver d 
& very eloquent and detailed account of the 
reasons which had indaced him to establish 
the so-called International Tribunals, to the 
effect that these Courts were absolately inde- 
pendent of the Goveroment and therefore 
could be relied upon to administer justice. He 
added thac justice was the basia'of all genni: e 
refurm and of all troe civilisation. When 
Naubar had finished bis speech, M. de Bii- 
goiéres, then Minister of Pablio Works, roe 
and said be could not allow this speech to pars 
in silence without shaking the hand of its 
author and thanking him for the services be 
bad rendered not only to Egypt but to human- 
ity by the noble sentiments he had expounded 
80 ably. Upon M. de Bliguidres sitting down, 
Major Baring, as he was then, remarked “if 
taiking was over they had better begin busi- 
ness.’ This anecdote, whether true or falae, 
illastrates c'early the lack of matual sympathy 
which, subsequent to ovr military Occupation, 
characterised the relations between Lord Cro 
merand Nabar. The powerful imagination of 
the latter, his marvelluas command of Jan- 
guage, his love for great ideas and greater 
conceptions, his dislike of administrative de- 
tails, his large views of expenditare and his 
sympathy with Oriental custome, usages, and 
prejadices were all distastefal to his British 
colleagae, whose strict regard for rigid econo- 
my; whose preference fur British laws and 
Britigh jurispradence exercised by British Con. 
sales and Jadgas, and whose stiffness ot manner 
presented a barrier against any ocrdial co-opera- 
tion between Nabar and our Consal General.
